Sunny  autumn  weather  greeted  more 
than  20,000  spectators  who  lined  the 
streets  to  watch  ISU's  48th  Homecoming 
parade.

For  the  second  year  in  a  row  the 
football  Redbirds  of  ISU  can  thank  the 
Western  Illinois  Leathernecks  for  helping 
them  again  gain  a  share  of  the  Interstate 
Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  title. 
Illinois  State  lost  out  on  a  chance  for  a 
full  share  of  the  title  as  the  Chippewas  of 
Central  Michigan  barely  defeated  the 
Redbirds,  19-16,  on  a  successful  final 
goal.  Western  defeated  CMU,  though,  in  a 
situation  familiar  to  last  year  to  help  ISU 
back  into  the  championship.  Both  the 
Chips  and  the  Redbirds  finished  the 
current  season  with  2-1  MAC  records. 
Backing  into  the  crown  was  consolation 
for  the  Redbirds,  who  suffered  a  mild 
three-game  losing  streak  during  the  season 
but  pulled  out  of  their  tailspin  to  end  the 
year   on   a   winning   note   with   a   sweet 


victory  over  Bradley.  The  Braves  had  not 
lost  to  a  State  team  in  fifteen  meetings 
till  the  Redbirds  put  them  down  by  a 
42-26  score  this  year.  Illinois  State  lost  its 
top  two  quarterbacks  to  graduation  but 
Harold  Olson  made  a  successful  conver- 
sion from  split  end  to  quarterback  to  help 
guide  the  Redbirds  to  their  6-4  season. 
Olson  broke  a  school  record  as  he  racked 
up  1240  total  offensive  yards  and  scored 
nine  touchdowns.  Two  former  service- 
men, Rudy  Phillips  and  Bruce  Cullen, 
were  valuable  to  the  Redbirds.  Phillips,  a 
versatile  halfback,  kicked  extra  points 
and  field  goals  as  well  as  catch  passes  for  I 
State.  Fullback  Cullen  broke  a  school 
record  as  he  scored  ten  touchdowns. 
Another  fullback,  Jed  Waters,  covered  a 
lot  of  ground  for  State  as  he  gained  778 


yards  and  led  the  conference  in  individual 
rushing.  Waters  missed  the  school  rushing 
record  by  only  thirty-six  yards,  as  he 
missed  the  last  game  of  the  year  because 
of  an  injury.  Guy  Homoly,  who  played 
both  ways  as  an  offensive  and  defensive 
halfback,  was  voted  the  Redbirds'  most 
valuable  player.  His  speed  enabled  him  to 
lead  the  squad  in  punt  returns,  kick 
returns,  and  interception  returns,  as  well 
as  score  five  touchdowns.  Hank  Guenther 
and  Dennis  Nelson,  two  defensive  stand- 
outs, were  elected  honorary  co-captains. 
Gunther  started  as  an  offensive  guard  and 
Nelson  went  both  ways  as  an  offensive 
and  defensive  tackle.  Nelson  also  col- 
lected honors  by  receiving  Little  All- 
American.

The  young  footballers  of  Illinois  State 
finished  the  season  undefeated.  Coach 
Bill  O'Neil's  squad  closed  out  their  year 
by  beating  Joliet  Junior  College  48-6;  the 
game  was  their  highest  scoring  game  of 
the  season.

With  only  one  returning  letterman  on 
the  squad,  the  Illinois  State  Cross  Coun- 
try team  was  lacking  in  experience  but 
certainly  not  in  talent.

The  young 
squad  consistently  improved  during  the 
season  and  finished  with  an  8-3  record  in 
dual  and  triangular  meets.  The  Redbirds 
were  seventh  in  the  Illinois  Intercol- 
legiate meet,  fourth  in  the  very  strong 
Interstate  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference, and  thirteenth  in  the  NCAA 
college  division  finals.

Coach  Jim  Collie,  who  owns  one  of 
the  nation's  top  college  coaching  records, 
was  faced  with  a  rebuilding  effort  as  he 
lost  three  important  regulars  to  gradua- 
tion. Illinois  State  opened  the  season  with 
two  holdover  starters  Tom  Taulbee  and 
Tom  Cirks.  Before  the  season  was  three 
weeks  old,  Cirks  was  lost  with  a  severely 
injured  ankle.  Four  seniors  started  for 
State,  guard  Blaine  Royer  becoming  the 
leading  scorer  for  the  quintet,  and  guard 
Mike  Green  the  second  leading  scorer  and 
the  all-important  play-maker  for  the 
squad.  Taulbee  received  rebounding 
support  from   Bob  Rath,  and  sophomore 


Jerry  Crabtree  overcame  injuries  to  fill  in 
as  a  guard  or  forward  whenever  needed, 
displaying  his  versatile  ability  to  shoot 
and  rebound.  Illinois  State  was  behind  in 
a  bid  for  a  third  straight  conference  title 
because  of  an  early  season  loss  to  Eastern. 
The  Panthers  simply  outplayed  and  out- 
scored  the  Redbirds.  Western  Illinois  up- 
set the  panthers  run  for  the  title,  as  it 
looked  like  the  Birdies'  chances  for  a 
third  crown  were  over.  ISU  was  able  to 
earn  at  least  a  share  of  the  MAC  basket- 
ball crown  by  beating  Eastern  in  a  return 
match  92-77.  Taulbee  came  through  with 


fifteen  rebounds  and  twenty-one  points. 
Royer  had  twenty-two  points,  which  was 
high  for  the  game,  and  Rath  had  fifteen 
rebounds  in  the  inspired  play  against  EIU. 
I-State  earned  a  third  straight  regional 
appearance  and  took  a  17-9  record  into 
play,  including  firsts  in  two  of  three 
tournaments  on  its  schedule.  During  the 
regular  season  ISU  won  the  Intercol- 
legiate, the  Hatter  Invitational  Tourney, 
and  went  on  to  garner  another  first  in  the 
all-important  regional  play  at  Valparaiso, 
which  entitled  them  to  another  appea- 
rance at  Evansville.

Bright  Future  for  Young  Cagers 


A  younger  edition  of  the  Redbird 
basketball  team  also  ran  up  an  impressive 
winning  record  for  their  competitive  sea- 
son. The  Baby  Birds  had  the  necessary 
ingredients  for  a  successful  campaign 
combining  power  and  balance  to  good 
advantage.  In  his  second  year  at  ISU, 
Coach  Dale  Cruse's  charges  were  unde- 
feated in  the  first  half  of  their  season 
entirely  against  Junior  College  teams.  The 
team  was  downed  finally  by  Bradley; 
during  the  contest  against  the  Braves 
Frank  Reed,  who  had  broken  into  the 
starting  line-up  for  two  games,  suffered  a

broken  arm.  Willie  Williams  led  the  team 
in  both  scoring  and  rebounding  categories 
with  a  19  point  and  10.1  rebound  aver- 
age. There  were  four  other  players  besides 
Williams  in  double  figures  and  another 
just  two-tenths  of  a  point  off  that  mark. 
Top  scorers  behind  Williams  included 
Myron  Litwiller  with  a  14.4  average; 
Steve  Williams  with  a  11.3  average;  Mike

State  team,  which  ranks  as  a  gymnastic 
power  in  the  NCAA.  Coach  Wayne

Best  in  Conference 


The  wrestling  team  gained  its  fifth  title 
in  the  Interstate  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  since  1964.  In  their  pursuit  of 
the  title  the  grapplers  of  State  were  led 
by  Rick  Mann  and  Bill  Meyers,  two  re- 
turning conference  champions.  As  captain 
of  the  squad,  Mann  provided  a  sparkling 
example  for  his  teammates  as  he  com- 
piled a  7—6—2  record  and  retained  his 
individual  conference  title.  Meyers  had  a 
15—2  —  1  record  and  also  successfully  de- 
fended his  MAC  championship.  He  led  the 
Redbirds  in  take  downs  with  29.  Other 
outstanding  performances  for  the  year 
were  turned  in  by  Fred  Beilfuss,  Steve 
Poznansky,  and  Dean  Jacobsen.  Beilfuss 
led  the  team  in  pins  with  8  as  he  racked 
up  a  15—4—2  record  for  himself  and 
gained  a  conference  title.  Poznansky  had 
a  4—8—1  record  and  a  second  place  finish 
in  the  conference  meet.  Jacobsen  had  a 
10—8—1  record  and  also  gained  second 
place  honors  in  the  MAC.  Freshmen  were 
allowed  to  compete  on  the  varsity  for  the 
first  time  in  four  years  and  they  provided 
part  of  the  winning  element  of  the  team. 
Frosh  performers  who  shone  during  com- 
petition were  John  Bates,  Tom  Hannah, 
and  Scott  Jacobs.  Bates  won  eleven 
straight  matches  for  State  and  went  on  to 
earn  a  conference  title.  Hannar  compiled 
an  1  1 —10  record  and  an  MAC  champion- 
ship. Jacobs  posted  a  10—3—1  record  and 
finished  second  in  MAC  competition.  The 
Redbirds  had  an  8—5—1  dual  meet 
record.  The  team  did  not  win  consistently 
at  the  start  of  the  season  but  came  on 
strong  after  beating  Ball  State  and  Bowl- 
ing Green  in  a  round-robin  tourney  in 
Muncie,  Indiana,  during  January.  The 
high  point  of  the  season  came  as  ISU  won 
the  conference  title,  beating  a  previously 
undefeated  Central  Michigan  team  in  the 
process.  CMU  had  defeated  State  earlier 
in  the  season.

Illinois  State's  indoor  track  team  was 
completely  dominated  by  youth.  Only 
three  members  of  the  squad  were  seniors. 
The  team  was  well  balanced  overall  but 
depth  was  lacking.  Five  members  of  the 
team,  all  sophomores  and  juniors,  per- 
formed consistently  well  throughout  the 
indoor  season.  Included  in  this  group 
were  captain  Ron  Laeske,  who  ran  in 
both  hurdles  events;  Ken  Carlson,  who 
ran  the  half-mile;  Tony  Edgecomb,  who 
ran  the  distance  events;  highjumper, 
Larry  Spencer;  and  weightman,  Joe 
Scarpino.  Among  a  fourteen  team  field  in 
the  first  competition  of  the  year  the 
Illinois  Intercollegiate  Meet,  Laeske  cap- 
tured a  second  in  the  intermediate  hur- 
dles and  a  fourth  place  in  the  highs,  and 
Doug  Malinsky  came  in  first  in  the  long 
jump  and  fifth  in  the  triple  jump  to  help 
lead  ISU  to  a  fifth  place  finish.  A  flu  virus 
hampered  the  team  in  the  ISU  Invita- 
tional, but  Carlson  brightened  the  day  by 
breaking  a  Horton  Fieldhouse  and  ISU 
record  in  the  880  yard  run  with  a  time  of 


1:55.2.  Laeske  was  a  double  winner  for 
State  with  first  in  both  hurdle  events.  In  a 
quadrangular  meet  near  the  end  of  the 
indoor  season,  the  Redbirds  broke  a 
Horton  and  ISU  record  for  the  most 
points  scored  in  a  meet  by  racking  up  131 
against  Illinois  Wesleyan,  Chicago  Circle, 
and  Wheaton.  State  captured  first  in  all  of 
the  event  but  one.  Eastern  Illinois  was 
highly  regarded  to  retain  its  conference 
title,  but  ISU  was  also  considered  as 
strong  competition  for  the  Panthers. 
Central  Michigan  was  the  dark  horse  of 
the  meet  but  the  Chippewas  came  out  on 
top  wth  93  points.  Eastern  was  second 
with  66.5  points  and  ISU  third  with  45.5 
points.  Illinois  State  had  good  perfor- 
mance from  Carlson,  who  established  a 
new  MAC  record  in  his  half-  mile  event; 
Laeske,  who  tallied  a  first  in  the  70  yard 
intermediate  hurdles  and  a  third  place  in 
the  70  yard  highs;  Spenser,  who  won  the 
high  jump  event;  and  Larry  Wauthier, 
who  was  first  in  the  70  yard  dash.

Outstanding  performances  by  under- 
classmen helped  the  ISU  track  and  field 
team  gain  respect  in  the  eyes  of  their 
opponents.  Good  showings  by  individuals 
did  not  make  up  for  the  lack  of  depth  on 
the  squad,  but  Coach  Roger  Weller's 
recruiting  program  is  beginning  to  pay 
dividends  as  the  younger  members  of  the 
team  scored  point  after  point  in  competi- 
tion. The  highlight  of  the  outdoor  season 
came  as  the  Redbirds  captured  the  Illinois 
Intercollegiate  meet.  It  was  the  first  major 
track  championship  for  the  school  in 
several  years.  Don  Rumery  and  Larry 
Wauthier  had  the  honor  of  leading  their 
school  to  the  state  college  meet  triumph. 


Their  performances  in  the  220  yard  dash 
and  the  mile  relay  proved  to  be  the 
turning  point  for  ISU.  ISU  could  do  no 
better  than  third  in  the  Interstate  Confer- 
ence meet  as  Central  Michigan  University 
totaled  a  record  breaking  120  points  to 
run  away  with  its  fifth  straight  title.  State 
was  paced  in  the  meet  by  sophomore 
hurdler  Ron  Zaeske  who  set  the  meet's 
only  record,  winning  the  440  yard  inter- 
mediate hurdles  in  53.6  seconds.  Zaeske 
also  finished  second  in  the  120  yard  high 
hurdles.  Sophomores  accounted  for  at 
least  half  of  the  top  performances  turned 
in  by  ISU  trackmen  led  by  Zaeske,  who 
was  the  top  point  getter  on  the  team.

Second  MAC  Title  In  Three  Years

Illinois  State's  baseball  team  made  it 
into  the  magic  20  victory  circle  for  the 
third  straight  year.  The  Redbirds  closed 
out  their  27-7  season  by  winning  the 
Interstate  Inter-collegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference crown  and  by  finishing  third  in 
the  Mid-East  Regional  Tournament  in 
Jackson,  Tennessee.  The  Redbirds  started 
off  the  year  with  an  8-3  record  during  a 
spring  trip  through  the  south.  ISU  went 
on  to  win  eight  consecutive  conference 
games  before  losing  the  1 1  AC  finale  to 
Eastern  Illinois  University.  In  post  season 
competition  in  the  regional  tourney,  I- 
State  lost  the  opener  3-2  in  eleven 
innings  to  Middle  Tennessee.  The  Red- 
birds  came  back  in  the  double-elimination 
contest  by  beating  Wittenberg  8-2,  but 
hopes  of  winning  a  second  straight  region- 
al title  fell  by  the  wayside  as  Coach  Bass's 
squad  came  up  against  Middle  Tennessee 
again  and  were  shut  out  6-0.  Although 
the  team  placed  third  in  the  tournament, 
three  Redbirds  were  named  to  the  All- 
Tournament  team  on  the  basis  of  their 
fine  performances,  Steve  Heaton  at  second 
base,  Dick  Conrad  at  third  base  and  Buzz 
Capra  as  pitcher. 


Larry  Hallaert  was  named  the  team's 
Most  Valuable  Player.  He  had  been  listed 
as  a  pitcher  on  the  previous  year's 
roster,  but  became  the  team's  regular 
right-fielder  and  led  the  team  in  hitting 
with  a  .375  batting  average.  On  the 
mound  the  lefthanded  junior  had  a  5-1 
record,  which  included  two  one-hitters. 
Pitchers  Buzz  Capra  and  Jim  Campbell, 
who  was  making  a  comeback  after  being 
troubled  by  a  sore  arm,  led  the  mound 
corps  with  winning  records  of  7-1  each. 
Capra's  ERA  of  1.41  and  87  strikeouts 
were  also  high  totals  for  the  ISU  squad. 
Captain  Dick  Conrad  finished  second 
with  a  batting  mark  of  .370.  Other  bright 
spots  for  the  Redbirds  included  the 
performances  of  Bob  Breitzman  and  Dave 
Trayser,  both  sophomores  who  have  bright 
futures  ahead  of  them  at  Illinois  State. 
Trayser  filled  in  behind  the  plate  to  give 
regular  catcher  Brian  Wisher  a  rest  and 
did  more  than  an  adequate  job. 
Breitzman,  originally  an  infielder,  made 
the  conversion  to  the  outfield  in  order  to 
crack  the  Redbird  line-up  and  proved  to 
be  an  asset  defensively  and  offensively 
with  his  bat.

With  only  one  senior  on  the  squad, 
Illinois  State's  golf  team  successfully  de- 
fended their  MAC  crown  as  they  racked 
up  an  impressive  record  of  29  wins,  only 
8  losses  and  one  tie.  The  Redbirds' 
schedule  was  tough  and  they  faced  many 
major  universities  during  the  season.  ISU 
had  to  come  from  behind  as  they  won 
their  second  consecutive  Interstate  Con- 
ference championship,  but  in  doing  so 
they  won  by  26  strokes  and  set  a  record 
1,505  score  for  the  72  hole  meet  at  Silver 


Lake  Country  Club,  Orlando  Park.  The 
Redbirds  were  sparked  to  victory  by 
Frank  Niepagan's  second  place  finish  and 
Bob  Lawrence,  who  finished  third  in  the 
tourney  playing  his  best  rounds  of  the 
season  with  a  297.  Other  Redbirds  who 
placed  high  in  the  competition  included 
Tom  Jacobsen,  who  finished  sixth;  Rick 
Boynton,  who  tied  for  eighth;  Greg  Gil- 
roy, who  finished  in  tenth  place;  and  Joe 
Plack,  who  tied  for  seventeenth.  The 
Illinois  State  team  had  beaten  their  best 


score  of  the  season  by  55  strokes  and  had 
broken  Western  Illinois  University's  14 
out  of  18  year  dominance  of  the  tourn- 
ament by  winning  two  consecutive  titles. 
The  l-State  golfers  also  made  a  fine 
showing  after  the  regular  season  was  over.

Dr.  Braden  serves  as  a  representative  of 
the  university  to  the  Board  of  Regents, 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education,  and  other 


national  and  state  educational  organi- 
zations. He  was  named  chairman  of  the 
Council  on  International  Educational  Ex- 
change and  travels  frequently,  making 
speeches  to  groups  concerned  with  edu- 
cation. In  addition,  President  Braden 
generally  supervises  the  financial  bud- 
geting of   Illinois  State  and  often  meets 


with  faculty  and  student  groups.  He  also 
finds  time  to  meet  with  individual  stu- 
dents by  appointment  or  during  a  Thurs- 
day afternoon  "student  hour"  to  discuss 
and  debate  the  problems  which  arise  in 
higher  education.

AGRICULTURE

The  year  1968  saw  the  College  of 
Business  in  its  second  year  of  existence.

Although  the 
provision  of  pre-teacher  teaching  expe- 
rience was  greatly  emphasized,  the  school 
still  carried  on  its  various  experimental 
activities  in  learning  about  the  learner.

GRADUATE  ASSISTANTS 


By  applying  through  their  major  de- 
partment, graduate  students  can  obtain 
assistantships.  Depending  upon  their  qual- 
ifications, graduate  assistants  help  in- 
structors grade  papers,  take  role,  prepare 
bibliographies,  lecture,  and  do  research 
work.
